Already President Boone has made 
an official application to the Board of 
Regents of the University for the pur­ 
pose of obtaining land of this State In­ 
stitution to erect a High School, and 
as will be seen in a report of the meet­ 
ing held by the Regents yesterday, as 
published in another column, the mat 
ter has been taken under 
advisement. 


There are two methods by which j 
bonds can be issued. 
One way is for j 
the Board of Education to take full 
charge of the matter, as it the Board 
was entirely outside of an incorporated 
town. 
There has been decisions given 


by the Supreme Court whereby this 
method has been made lawful. Another 
way is for the Board of Trustees to 
take the matter into their hands and 
proceed under 
the general 
law by 


which an election will have to be called 
and the matter submitted to the people 
for their decision. 
It will require a 


two-thirds vote to carry the measure. 
After considerable discussion it was 


finally conceded to the Board of Trus­ 
tees to shape matters so that the de­ 
sired end could be arrived at.

TJuring the discussion becween the 
members of the Board of Education 
last evening, after President Boone had 
shown the plans for the new High 
School to the 
Board, he suggested 
that foreign architects 
knew 
more 
about lights than the home architects, 
and he thought that it would be a 
good idea to have plans drawn by a 
foreign architect. 


The people of Berkeley 
1 want a new 
High School and are willing to vote 
bonds for the purpose of building one, 
but they do not want anything foreign 
about it nor will they vote for bonds 
unless that is thoroughly understood. 
There should not be one dollar go out 


of Berkeley that can be kept here The 
lumber can be obtained in Berkeley as 
cheap if not cheaper than it can be ob­ 
tained elsewhere. 
The mill work can 


all be obtained here, the windows and 
doors can be obtained here, the paint 
can be obtained here and the painters 
to do the painting can be obtained 
here; the contractors, who are as good 


if not better, can be obtained in Berke 


ley and the carpenters, masons, lathers 
and 
plasterers 
can be obtained in 
Berkeley as also can the architect. 


There is scarcely anything in the 
construction of the building that can­ 
not be obtained in Berkeley and 
it 
were far better to have ^100,000 circu­ 
lated in Berkeley than to have it scat­ 
tered all over the country. 
Again, in 
the .furnishing of the building all the 
supplies should be of California make 
and manufacture. 


If these clauses are inserted 
there 
will be no difficulty in carrying the 
bonds but if it is not inserted the peo­ 
ple will hesitate before casting their 
votes in favor of the proposition. 


Foreign building material, contrac­ 
tors or architects are not wanted to 
build schools or other 
buildings in 
Berkeley as long as we have competent 
men in our own midst and people who 
carry 
on business wherein 
building 
materials of Calilornia make can be 
obtained as cheap if not cheaper than 
elsewhere. 
With all due 
respect to 
President Boone, we must say that 
nearly all of our Professors, either in 
the University or of private schools, 
are too prone to go away from home 


for what they want when they have got 
far better material right at hand. 


SHOULD BE ATTENDED TO 


paid out each month for the telephones 
in the different schools. 


When the Board of Trustees allow a 
Telephone Company to use any and 


all streets in the town to be spoiled 
with unsightly poles and myriads of 
wires, all of which causes.the coffers of 
the Company to run over with shining 
gold, it should get something in return 


for the same. 
The town should not 
be compelled to give up its streets to 
these companies and thert 
1 be compelled 
to pay for the use of telephones. 


With the four telephones that ought 
to be put in, and those that are now 
being paid for by the School Board, the 
license on the Telephone Company 


for doing business in Berkeley should 
be $75 per month. 


This Sunset Telephone Company is 
in its way as bad as the Southern Paci 
fic. 
It grasps for everything in sight 
and does not seem to care for fran­ 
chises or ordinances. 
This may be 
readily discerned from the fact that al­ 
though their franchise calls for two 
telephones for the town they have fur­ 
nished but one; that there is an ordi 
nance in town in 
reference to the 
painting of poles. 
Except the poles 
that have been put in recently, the 
others are a disgrace to the town, as 
they never have been painted. 


SHOULD GET STARTED. 


Several months ago J. George Gard­ 
ner, then 
manager 
of the Berkeley 
Electric Light Company, notified the 
Board of Trustees that it they would 
buy $75 worth of paint the company 
would paint all the electric light poles 
in the town free of charge. 


The 
paint was purchased and de­ 
livered to the Electric Light Company. 


Several weeks ago the bill for the 
paint was presented 
to the 
present 
Board of Trustees and was paid. 


The 
poles, however, are still un 
painted and it is doubtful whether they 
ever will be and if it has not already 
disappeared the paint will do so and 
no one will know what became of it. 


It seems to us that as there is an or­ 
dinance in this town that compete the 
Company to paint the poles it would 
be well to enforce it and not have the 
town pay for the paint. 
It has already 
paid two much for different things tor 
the Electric 
Light 
Company 
trom 
which it has not even got good service 
half the time. 


We 
would suggest that the 
paint 
purchased by the town be applied to 
the exterior of the Town Hall, which 


is sadly in need of it. 


The 
paint now on hand, if it can be 
found, would be ample, and it is due 
to the taxpayers that it should be used 
on the Town Hall and that the Elec­ 
tric Light Company, Telegraph and 
Telephone Companies be compelled 
to paint their poles at once.

office is at the Town Hall. 


In- case of a ,fire at Lorin, West 
Berkeley, 
East Berkeley 
or 
North 
Berkeley there is no chance to com­ 
municate with him except by telephone 
and as the town has but one phone, and 
that one at the Town Hall, it is im­ 
possible to telephone unless a private 
one is used and that provides for a 
nickel in the slot before it can be used.
